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DETAILED ACTION 

Bl*3ciion/Resirict{ons 

Amended claim 34 is still directed to an invention tkat is independent or distinct from 
tke invention originally claimed for tke following reasons: Claim 34 is directed to a metkod of 

ere on 

are directed to a skield cleaning system. Tke skield cleaning system and tke metkod of directing 
fluid are related as product and process of using. Tke inventions can te skown to te distinct if 
eitker or totk of tke following can ke skown: (1) tke process for using tke product as claimed can 
Le practiced witk anotker materially different product or (2) tke product as claimed can te used in 
a materially different process of using tkat product (MPEP § 806.05(k)). In tke instant case tke 
metkod as is claimed can Le used witk a materially different product, suck as one tkat does not 
employ a wasking arm or carrier, in particular a wasking arm or carrier tkat moves witk an 
orientation parallel to tke tasic position along a prescribed patk. 

Since applicant kas received an action on tke merits for tke originally presented 
invention, tkis invention kas keen constructively elected Ly original presentation for prosecution 
on tke merits. Accordingly, claim 34 is still witkdrawn from consideration as teing directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(t) and MPEP § 821.03. 
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Also, please note tkat claims 4, 7-12 and 18-24 cannot te rejoined since tkey depend 
from claims tkat are not generic. Tke resiilting structure in said claims is not consistent witk 
tkat wkick is disclosed, 

claim Rejections - 35 use §103 

Tke fcllcVr'in'^ is a '^notation 35 U.^.C. lOS^a"^ wkick forms tke kasis for all 
obviousness rejections set fortk in tkis Office action: 

(a) A patent may not te ottaineJ tkougk tke invention is not identically disclosed or descriked as set fortk in 
section 102 of tkis title, if tke differences ketween tke sukject matter sougkt to ke patented and tke prior art are 
suck tkat tke std)ject matter as a wkole would kave keen okvious at tke time tke invention was made to a person 
kaving ordinary skill in tke art to wkick said sukject matter pertains. Patentakikty skall not ke negatived ky tke 
manner in wkick tke invention was made. 

Tkis application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of tke 
claims imder 35U.S.C. 103(a), tke examiner presumes tkat tke subject matter of tke various 
claims was commonly owned at tke time any inventions covered tkerein were made absent any 
evidence to tke contrary. Applicant is advised of tke obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
tke inventor and invention dates of eack claim tkat was not commonly owned at tke time a later 
invention was made in order for tke examiner to consider tke appkcakUty of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 31-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as keing unpatentaLle over Wilcox 
(GB patent 2,026,851) in view of Bray Jr. (U.S. patent 4,463,904). 
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Tke patent to Wilcox discloses tke invention stiLstantially as is claimed (note figure 6), 
including wasting arm or carrier (83) wkick kas a pusk rod (84). Tke wasking arm is adapted 
for linear movement over skield (80) at a distance tkerefrom ty operation of a motor (13). Tke 
wasking arm kas a wasking nozzle (82) tkereon for supplying fluid to said skield. Said nozzle 
appears to te sprayakle during all movement of tke wasking arm for complete cleaning of tke 

skield. Tke motor (13) drives said arm over tke skield via water pressure. And said rod (84)

interconnects tne motor witn saia arm. 

Tke patent Wilcox discloses all of tke atove recited sukject matter witk tke ej^ception of 
tke nozzle Leing a "fliaidic nozzle" wliick provides an oscillating spray pattern. 

Tke patent to Bray discloses a fluidic nozzle tkat produces an oscillating spray pattern to 
provide wide coverage on a windskield surface. Tke nozzle kas a swirl ckamLer (26) witk return 
ducts (24,25) to an inlet region (21) of said swirl ckamter. Suck an arrangement induces tke 
oscillation of tke emerging fluid in tke same manner applicant's does. 

It would kave been okvious to one of skill in tke art to provide tke device of Wilcox witk a 
fluidic nozzle, as taugkt ky Bray, to provide increased spray coverage as well as increased cleansing 
action. To provide suck oscillation transverse to tke direction of movement of the wasking arm . 
appears oLvious suck tkat tke entire s receives spray. Otkerwise, tke skield would only Le 
partially cleaned. Use of fluidic nozzles is well known to increase spray coverage in tke skield 
cleaning art. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's argiaments witk respect to claims 31-33 kave Leen considered Lut are moot in 
view of tke new grouncl(s) of rejection. Wilcox does disclose simultaneous movement and 
spraying, and tke motor (13) does act to drive or displace tke wasking arm. 

Allowahle Suhjeci Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 14-17, 25-30 are allowed.
